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Our colored friend, Aaron .Ior¬ 
dan, lives in the rocky pass above 
Huntersville, on his own land and 
drives his own team to the county 
seat. He is seventy-one years old 
but he bears them all without 
bending. He looks like an Arab 
chief. At the outbreak of the 
Civil War he went with his mas¬ 
ter, Captain Payne, of Alleghany 
county, into the Confederate ser¬ 
vice. In one of the Valley cam¬ 
paigns they were both captured 
by Pennsylvania troops at Win¬ 


chester. A large number of pris¬ 
oners were herded into the pike 
and started north to Harpers 
Ferry. With Aaron was another 
colored man by the name of George 
Hedrick, body servant of General 
W. L. Jackson. They were both 
riding and Captain Payne was 
walking. They knew that some¬ 
thing unusual had happened but 
did not know that they had been 
captured. A Union officer rode 
on the outside of the column and 
asked George what he was doing 
in the army. George replied that 
he was lighting the damned Yan¬ 
kees! The officer glared at him 
and rode on. Presently he re¬ 
turned and repeated bis question 
and George gave him the same 
reply, whereupon the officer drew 
a heavy sabre and slew George. 
At least George feil olf his horse 
with his throat cut ar.d fell outside 
ruck and was never heard of again. 
The officer then put the same 
question to Aaron as to what he 
was doing in the army. Aaron 
answered that all ho did was to eat 
and run, mostly run. This molli¬ 
fied the captain and he observed 
that a good run wus better than a 
bad stand. He then reached into 
his saddle pockets and gave Aaron 
some hard tack, and what was 
better a twist of tobacco. A soft 
answer turneth away wrath. On 
getting to Harpers Ferry, he pass¬ 
ed close to Captain Payne and his 
captain took his watch and threw 
it into Aaron’s high boot top, tell¬ 
ing him to take it back to home 
if ho had the chance. Aaron told 
the Yankees that he could barber 
some, and they took him to head¬ 
quarters, and there the bunch ap¬ 
peared to be corbed up considera¬ 
bly. One fat man drew u horse 
pistol and laid it on the table, and 
told Aaron to shave him and if he 
drew a drop of blood that he would 
die. The harboring was a success 
and he stayed with the camp for 
three weeks aud in that time accu¬ 
mulated tips to the amount of 
$119.00 in greenbacks. They 
took from him $1400.00 in Confed¬ 
erate money which they destroyed 
and hollered, “Hurrah for Jeff!” 
While working around the camp 
he came on a man who had joined 
the Union army from Alleghany 
and that man told him that all the 
darkies were to be forced into the 
army as soldiers, and Aaron get¬ 
ting permission went across the 
Potomac bridge and kept on going. 
In course of time he reached 
Staunton where a clothing mer¬ 
chant took all bis money for a suit 
of clothes, tolling him that it was 
the same as Confederate money. 
He got back home and delivered 
the watch to Captain Payne’s sis¬ 
ter. It was a good watch. The 
kind they used to sell a nigger and 
buy^> In three months Captain 
Payne was exchanged and came 
back home and they had to go 
back into the Bghting again. 


President Wilson issued a clear 
statement in regard to the Chinese 
loan and it is apparent that a real 
change in the government of this 
country, for better or worse, has 
come about. For many years the 
money of the United States has 
been seeking foreign investment 
at the suggestion of the govern¬ 
ment and that the government is 
supposed to protect these loans in 
foreign countries by war if neces¬ 
sary. The moneyed man is the 
the most timid animal in captivity 
and when his, investment in some 
heathen country is threatened he 
insists on Uncle Sam sending war¬ 
ships there to do his collecting 
without commission or expense 
money. The investor also has an 
ugly habit of laying all the blame 
on missionaries for native troubles 
The bankers would not go ahead 
and furnish the Chinese govern¬ 
ment with the $‘20,500,000.00 
they had promised without having 
the present administration request 
it, and that would imply that the 
government would protect the 
loan with its armies if necessary. 
The President called a meeting of 
the cabinet and informed the 
money lenders that they could not 
use the government of the United 
States as an insurer of the invest¬ 
ment and that if they made the 
loan it would be at their risk. As 
the government has no part of the 

E rofits in this loan we cannot see 
ow any other position could have 
been taken except as rank favor- 
iteism to particular individuals. 
This is a blow at dollar diplomacy 
and it is the reverse of the policy 
supported by Mr. Knox of Pitts¬ 
burg. The first assistant of the 
Secretary of State’s office who 
was bolding over insisted that he 
be g*en Jiis discharge in a long 


letter. The President accepted it 
in thirty words and let him go. 

A peculiar situation has arisen 
m Knglsnd. The suffragette who 
are serving in prison for offenses 
against the peace institute,, what 
they call hunger strikes. They 
refuse to eat and try to starve 
themselves to death for the pur¬ 
pose of inciting sympathy. Miss 
Sylvia Pankhurst in Holloway 
Prison, writes that she is fed for¬ 
cibly through a stomach tube 
twice a day and that she is bruised 
and bleeding from the fights she 
has against taking nourishment. 
When it is considered that the 
only punishment that refractory 
prisoners can be subjected to un¬ 
der prison discipline is depriva¬ 
tion of food and solatary confine¬ 
ment, it presents a rather trying 
predicnment. It looks to us that 
if any prisoner in jail should take 
such a course in this country that 
an examination as to the sanity of 
the person would at once be held 
aod the prisoner removed to an 
insane asylum and treated there 
under the rules of that institution 
rather than in jail. 

One of the best companies in 
the oil field of Kanawha county is 
the O’Connell Oil Company which 
has now sixteen producing wells. 
About a year ago, Captain Dan 
O’Connell who cut timber for 
many years in Pocahontas county 
was very heavily involved finan¬ 
cially. He had good properties 
but be had beeu fighting a cred¬ 
itors’ suit for years. He went to 
Kanawha and secuied some leases 
several miles from the main field 
and interested some Huntington 
men in the venture. One of them 
put up $4000.00 for O’Connell and 
others put in similar amounts. 
The wells proved to be producers 
from the start and in less than a 
year O’Connell sold out his inter¬ 
est for $84,000.00 cash, giving 
him enough to pay all his debts 
and leaving him an independent 
fortune. Others made even better 
sales than this and the control of 
the company has passed to the 
Sun Oil Company a big Pennsyl¬ 
vania corporation. 

It is thought now that the tariff 
revision will be accomplished 
without any clashes within the ma^ 
jority party.' The prediction is 
now that a new tariff law will be 
passed within ten weeks after 
April 7th. We had a terrible 
time in 1893 and we paid for it. 
The reductions now in mind are 
as follows: The average reduction 
on woolen goods will be 42 per 
cent; cotton goods 21 per cent; 
metals 1*2 per cent; chemical 10 
per cent; wool 13 per cent. The 
result will be a larger revenue and 
cheaper goods. 

Naturalist Fabre, of France, at 
the age of ninety has come into 
the world wide fame and is mak¬ 
ing money from his writings for 
the first time in his long life. He 
has taught school and done all 
kinds of work and supported him¬ 
self with difficulty. His book, 
“The Life of a Spider,” is the 
best seller this year. 

Rev. Mr. Knox of Burning 
Spring, Wirt county, was sent to 
jail for three months for failure 
to pay his divorced wife alimony 
to the amount of ten dollars a 
month. We have not heard what 
arrangements ff any have been 
made for a temporary pulpit sup¬ 
ply during his enforced absence. 


Governor Hatfield has already 
done much to be p the strike con¬ 
ditions in the wur /.one. The 
only trouble there is because of 
the temper of the contending par¬ 
ties and it is a good opportunity 
for our urbane Governor to exer¬ 
cise the tact for which he is noted.
